| Itisenidentrhen,hovv deſperate an cuill this 
iS, VVhich troubles Peace, disfurniſhes Warre, 
brings ſudden calamity vpon priuateMen, Peril 
vpon theState,and Contempt vpen the Lavv. 
They pretend aboucall things to regard Ho. 
nour, yet chiefely ſeekethe diſhonour of God 
and of Iufticez and vvhich is vyorſe then Mad- 
neſſe in thoſe men, that aduenturing to leaue 
this life-in Anger, preſume to ol into the 
next, tothe Supper of the Lambe, vvhich is all 
Peace & Loue,vvithout Peace, Loue,or Chari- 
tie. O that Gentlemen vvould learneto eſteeme 
themſelues at a iuſt price, hovv dearely they are 
bought, hovv moſtprecious their Redemption. 
The roote ofthis Offence is ſtubborne, for it 
deſpiſeth Death, which is the vtmoſt ofalltem- 
porall puniſhments, and had need of the Seuc- 
ritie vied in France;zwherethe Manſlaiers,though 
Gentlemen of great Qualitie, are hanged vvith 
their VVounds bleeding, leſt a narurall Death 
ſhould preuent the example ofluftice. 
This punctuality of Reputation,is no better 
_ DB 3 then 
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then a bewitching Sorcerie, thatinchaunts the 
ſpirits of young men, likethe Smoake of faſhi- 
on, that Witch Tobacco, which hath quite 
blowne away the Smoake of Hoſpitalitie, and 
turned the Chimneyes of their Fore-fathers, in- 
to the Noſes oftheir Children. And by all com- 
putation(if computation may bee kept for Fol- 
ly) Ithink the Vapour ofthe one,and the Vain- 
glory of the other,came into Erg/and much vp- 
ona voyage,and hath kept as cloſe together, as 
the Report followes the Powder. | 
For when, but in thelaterneſle oftheſe times, 
hath ſomuch rrinarand domiſtique Bloud bin: 
ſhed?Likethe three Jewſh Brothers, in that per- 
plexed Hiſtorie of Ieruſalempwho wanting Ene- 
mies, ſtill levy vpon themſelues. So theſe mali- 
cious vnthankfull Spirits, fatned with the abun- 
dant Bleflings of a mellifluous Peace,diſgorge 
themſelues vpon their Chriftian Brothers; like 
thoſethat ſurfer vpon too much Honey. 
And well may this Vaine-glory, or opinion: 
of Reputation, bee calledaSatanicall Illuſion, 
and Apparition of Honor, againſt Religion, 
Law,Morall Vertue,& againſt all the honorable: 
Preſ1dents & Examples of the beſt Times, and 
yalianteſt Nations. For hereby haue Gentlemen 
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| loſt thetrue knowledge and Vnderſtanding of 
Fortitude and Valour. For true Fortitude diſtin 
| guiſheth of the grounds of Quarrels, whether 
they be iuft; and nor onely ſo, but whether they 
| beeworthy; and ſets a better value vpon mens 
| lines.then to beſtow them idly ; which are not 
| foro betrifled avvay, but offered vp and facrifi- 


ced to honourable Seruices, publike Merirs, 
good Caulſes,and Noble Aduentures. 


And behold here thy Folly ; thou attempteſt 
away, freely to loſethy Soule eternally, but not 


thy Reputation. Foole thatthou arr,in offeri "g 
to ſaue that, which indeed is nothing,thou loſe 

all ! For Reputation is but another mans Opi- 
nion,8 Opinion isno ſubſtance for thee to c6- 
fiſt of : For hovv canſt thou conſiſt ofa thing 
that is without thee ? Which may bee any mans 


at aninſtant,as well as thine; & when thou haſt 


It,it 15 but a breath, And of whatcertenty or per- 
manece 1s it, whe they muſtdie that giueit thee? 


Perhaps, becauſe ſome haue ſaid, that Fame 


hath a perpetuttie, thou haſtneſt to loſe thy 
Soule, to prouide for thy Name: How mueh: 
thou decciueſt thy ſelfe > Why, it is no more 


then theEccho of a glory : For as anEccho no 
longer reſonnds, then it is fed with a voyce, no- 
| : longer 
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longer does Fame ſound forth Mans Praiſes, 
then it is ſapplyed and cheriſhed with deſer- 
uings : For when thy noiſe ceaſes in it ſelfe, it 
willquickly ceaſe thenoiſe of thee. Howeuer, © | 
at the fartheſt,a generall Diſſolution will come, | 
when Fame,that is next to nothing now, ſhall 
haue nobeing then at all. 

Happy is then the wiſe and vnderſtandin 
Spirit : for though hee bee iniured, he can Wa 
nothing thereby,neither his Fame nor Reputa- 
tion; Br a vviſe man entertainesnothing that 
15 ſubject to loſſe. Fortune takes nothing but 
whatſhe hath giuen;ſhe giues not Vertue, nor 
Wiſdome,therefore cannor take that away. 

Themore thou thinkeſt vpon Reputation, 
the farther offthou art from all contention, vn- 
lefſe cuſtome in Ignorance, or wilfulneſle in 
Nature, make thee throw an abuſe vpon the 
Word, For what is Reputation, but Confide- 
ration? Adiligent weighing,conſ1dering, and 
reuoluing re mind? And thatis quite op- 
polite to raſhneſſe : Truth will ſhame thee, if 
thou confeſle not ſo much. 

Therecan bethen no Reputation in rafhnes, 
thatis manifeſt; And whatare Quarrels, butthe 
fruits of raſhneſle? There can be then noRepu- 
tation in Quarrels, ND And 
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Andas itis Conſideration, it were dreadfult 
think, thatany man, in theftate ofhis beſt coun- 
{el & aduifednes, ſhould attempt to deſtroy the 
Image ofhis Creator, in the life ofhis Chriſtian 
Brother. And therefore diuinely haue our hu- 
mane Lawes benttheir hate and puniſhmentsa- 
gainſtthe abhord Act, comitted incold bloud ; 
which is as wilful an oppoſitis againſt mans life 
(cofidering what he does) as Blaſphemy againſt 
the Word of Truth;TheConftience knowingit 
ofteds of ſet purpoſt(the only fin againſtthe ho- 
ly Ghoſt.) And as the body of euery true Chriſtia 
is faid to be the Teple ofthe holy Ghoſt, 1.Cor.3. 
I6.yvhat does the accutſed Man-{[ater,butin the 
bloud of his Brother, deſtroyes the Temple, as 
the Blaſphemer wounds the Lord of the Teple. 

Behold then, not without a face of Horror, 
the miſerable condition the Sonnes of this Age 
runne into. All they venture for, is to bring T 
bloudineſſe of their Action into the.compaſle 
of Honour (as if Honor conſiſted in deftru&i- 
on. Now what impoflibilitie followes that : 
labour,euen the weakeſtmay conicture.' For - 
Honour is theRumor ofa beaurifull andrvertu- 


ous Aftion, which redouudeth from-our Soules 


tothe view of the World, and by reflection, 
into 
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into our ſelues , bringing tovsaTeſtimonie of 
thatwhich others beleeue of vs: which turnes to 


a great peace and contentment of mind : Blef- 
ſings which were neuer yet found in aBloud- 
ſhedder jet his caufe be neuer ſo glorions. And 
where there is no Peace, all other benefits haue 
a ceſſation. It is the only health ofthy Soule; and 
that onceloft,thyſoule ſickens immediatly,cuen 
to death, and can no more taſte or relliſh a Toy 
after,thenaſicke mans Pallathis Nutriment. 

Es not thisthen a deluſion of Honour? Nay, 
canthere bee any thing more deluſtue > Alas, 
when it is atthe greateſtheight of humane glo- 
rie, it is of a ſmall and ſlenderefficacie,vncer- 
taine, aftranger, and as it wereſeparated in the 
Ayre from him that is honoured : For itdoes 
not only,notenter into him, nor is inward and 
eſſentiall vnto him, butit does not ſomuch as 
touch him. A poore and miſerable purchaſe at 
the beſt, for ſo greatand eternall a hazard! 

Flatter notthy Soule then to her euerlaſting 
ruin, inthinking Reputation conſiſts inBloud. 
ſhedding. Sanguir clamat, as the Almightie 
ſpeakes inthe Letter of his ovyne Law ; Bloud 
cryes and with a lowyder voice to Heauen, then 

thy Famecan ſound onEarth ; Rumors, tenne

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thouſand tongues,are hoarſe to that: they com- 


aſſe bur ſome Nooke, or Angle of theWorld; 
the other reaches from the Field to Heauen. 

The voice of thy Brothers Bloud crieth punto me(rom 
the earth:G7.4.10.And no ſoonerthe crycomes, 
but the Curſe followesin the very next words; 
Now therefore thou art curſed from the Earth, which
